Indictment No. 21637, Criminal Bench Docket 
O, page 47, charging the sale of forty-eight gallons of 
wilakcy. 

Indictment No. 21673, Criminal Bench Docket 
O, page 51, charging receiving stolen goods—a 
felony. 

Indictment No. 21674, Criminal Bench Docket 
O, page 51, charging making liquor—a felony. 

Indictment No. 21675, Criminal Bench Docket 
O, page 51, charging making liquor—a felony. 

Indictment No. 21686, Criminal Bench Docket 
O, page 51, charging receiving stolen goods—a 
felony. 

This man was guilty of all of these charges be- 
cause he finally pleaded guilty to all of them. 

His attorneys were W. Paul Carpenter and an. 
other young lawyer who had formerly been in Judge 
Howard's office. 

The first step in Judge Howard’s campaign for 
re-election was the so-called birthday dinner given on 
January 31, 1924, at the Peacock Cafe in Atlanta, 
which was featured by those who were advocating his

re-election. This dinner was gotten up by a committee, 
of which W. Paul Carpenter was the chairman. We 
have before us the invitation sent out in the name of 
W. Paul Carpenter, chairman, with a postal card for 
the reply to be returned to W. Pau] Carpenter, chair- 
man, 314 Healey Building, Atlanta, Georgia. Mr. 
Carpenter is one of Judge Howard’s chief backers 
today. 


The young lawyer formerly associated with 
Judge Howard was the one who, according to the 
proof before the Bar Association committee in the 
Latham charges, was to be the intermediary to be used 
in carrying out the proposal made by Judge Howard 
to split fees with Mr. Latham when he got Mr. Latham 
appointed Solicitor General.. The plan was, according 
to the proof, that this young man was nominally to be 
placed in the Solicitor General’s office and to divide 
the fees of the office, but to turn his part over to 
Judge Howrad. 


Johns is habitually a criminal, and habitually a 
manufacturer of bootleg liquor, and habitually a 
“fence” for receiving stolen goods. He pleaded guilty 
to seven indictments the same day. 


Before pleading GUILTY, however, he went to 
trial on one case. THE JURY CONVICTED HIM 
AND GAVE HiM FROM FOUR TO FIVE YEARS. 


What happened then? The record is written in 
the public records of the court: 


1. Judge Howard granted a new trial and set 
aside the verdict of the jury. 


2. Paul Johns pleaded guilty to all seven 
charges. 


3. Judge Howard sentenced him to $1,000 and 
twelve months in one case and to twelve months in 
each other case. 


4. JUDGE HOWARD IMMEDIATELY SUS- 
PENDED ALL THE JAIL SENTENCES. 


The net result, therefore, was that this man who 
admitted his guilt on all seven charges was released 
by the judge for the nominal fine of $1,000. Many 
a man is now in the penitentiary for less than was 
charged and admitted as Bee one of these seven 
indictments.
